MEMORANDUM FOR: Director of Central intelliicence 

SUBJECT: Itelatione witk tile Congrees for tiie Coming Year 


1. This memoraadiun cc^itaifie a number of recommendations for 

approval of the Director of Central Intelligance. In view of the fact that 
moat ol the matters are not sosce^lble of precise recommendations • it 
is believed higUy deeirayie tiiat each of the matters be discussed to 
determine the desired approach to each. It is suggested that C^^neral t 
Cabell, Mr. Rirkpatrick, CMonel White, Mr. Houston and Mr. Warnerj 
be included in sucdi a discussion. J. /,-f' ■//. . . 

2. There is attached a report primarily of a statisticai nature 
pertaining to congressional relations for the sectmd session of the 85tb 
Congress. The report is in some detail and clearly indicates the stepped* 
up interchange between tiie Agency and the Congress in the past year. The 
data In the report formed the basis for the previous memorandum forwarded 
to you for discussion with the President's Board of Consultants on Foreign 
bitelligence. Consequenily, the attached report can be coasiderea as 
reference material. 


3. One of the most difficult proMems in the area M congressional 
relations is to inform, in an appropriate manner, the Cmigress cd our 
activities. The first step in informing the Congress is to brief fully our 
awn subcommittees on the tasks and functions of the Agency and how these 
are performed. &uch a briefing would necessarily deal with the question 
that is repeatedly raised c<mcerning the large number of headquarters' 
personnel. While some attem^s have been made to accomplish such a 
arieling it has not been done in recent years and. In any event, probably 
should be done annually. 1; or this purpose 1 recommend that an informal 
group composed of representatives of the three major components and the

4. A second step in informing the Congress is the resptwasibility 
of our subcommittees and their chairmen. It is normal practice for sub- 
committeee to report to the ftOl cwsnmittees aAd in turn ^e full committees 
report to their respective houses as a whole. While any such report* on 
CIA could necessarily be brief and general because of the security problem, 
there would seem to be no reason why the general practice of msdtiag such 
reports should not prevail. I believe It desirable, at the time of the detaUed 
presentatitm to oar subcommittees, tiist the UCl should request the chairman 
of the subcommittee to report the fact of briefing and review of Agency 
activities by the subccmamittee to thn full committee with the recommendation 
that an appropriate report be made to the fail Senate or H^nase as the case 
might be.

Reference In cosnection with the traasiation and dissemination 
of information programs.

3. In the past years the Office id X#egislative Counsel has not 
recorded ^tailed statistics on routine ofSlce functions such as actions 
on futrsonnel cases and requests for information betweea tike Agency and 
^e Qwsgress. Feeling tikat thsse statistics would be of interest in 
ra^ecting the activity ^ tikis Office« roug^ statistics were maintained 
!m ^ose areas over a period cd several mon&s* dura^«a. Statistics 
were kept by the legislative Counsel which are used as a basis for the 
estimates contained in subscctimts a. and b. below. 

a. Persmmel Matters 

liuring the sectmd sesshm* the Office of Leg^sliMtive 
Counsel received telephone iaifuiries conceridng 208 different 
personnel cases. These inquiries included requests lor 
personal interviews* applieatlon forms and queries en the 
status of applications in process. Ih&rlng tikis same period, 
correspcndence was lent to members of Congress en 168 
different applicant cases, advising the Congressman of the 
status o£ the case. These letters were signed by tike TRrector, 
the Deputy I^rector or the iMigislative Counsel.
